The petition, addressed to 
the House of Commons, states 
that the Canadian people are 
facing an energy crisis which 
requires the existence of a 
publicly-owned oil company to 
?icl as "the sole importer of oil, 
to explore for new resources, to 
refine and retail petroleum 
products and generally to en- 
gage in activities which are in 
the national interest". Lauren- 
tian students Bill Scott (3rd year 



history and political science) 
and Roger Couvrette (4th year 
religious studies) are behind the 
campus effort to save Petro- 
Can. The endeavour on campus 
is part of an attempt to mobilize 
support for the Crpwn corpora- 
tion not only in Sudbury but 
across Canada. 

Formed last week, the Sud- 
bury Save PetroCan Commit- 
tee's chairman is an area high 
school teacher by the name of 
Don Scott. The committee is 
comprised of representatives 
from the NDP, the Sudbury and 
District Labour Council, Mine 
Mill Local 598 and United 
Steelworkers Local 6500. Hop- 
ing to cut across party bounda- 
ries in its search for support, the 
committee's drive is being offi- 
cially kicked off at a meeting in 
the Mine Mill Hall on Wednes- 
day, September 26. 

In addition to the effort 
being conducted at Laurentian, 
the area's large shopping malls 
*ill also be the focus of 



attention for the petition's 
circulators. The Committee has 
set a deadline of October 6 for 
the collection of the signatures 
at which point the petitions will 
be delivered to Ottawa. When 
all the petitions from across 
Canada have been gathered, 
they will then be placed on the 
desk of Energy Minister Ramon 
"Rp.y" Hynatyshyn when par- 
liament opens later in October. 
It was Hynatyshyn who recently

HALIFAX [CUP] ~ Taxpayers 
put up millions to start Petro 
Canada and now Joe Clark 
wants to sell off the profitable 
portions of the company, Ed 
Broadbent told 200 students at 
Mount St. Vincent University, 
Sept. 11. 

"Progressive Conservative 
plans to sell all of PetroCan's 
assets except jurirdiction over 
state to state bargaining, dom- 
estic off-shore and tar sands 
development would undermine 
a remarkably successful enter- 
prise," he said. 

The government o\yned oil 
company generates most of its 
profits from shared drill sites all 
over the world and Pacific 
Petroleum, its retail operation 
in Western Canada. 

The NDP leader discounted 
the suggestion of dismantling 
PetroCanada and " making 
■shares available to the public as 
was recently" done with a 
proviiicially owned resource 
company in British Columbia. 
.•"This would only narrow its 
base of ownership." he said. 
"You and I already own it. 
What do we want to sell it tor?" 



He repeated criticism of the 
study group established to 
review the oil company's hold- 
ings and recommend how to 
dismantle the company. Study 
group chairperson Donald Mc- 
Dougald is on leave from his 
job as president of Labatt 
Brewing Co. Labatt's is owned 
by Brascan who have publicly 
stated an interest in acquiring 
■ some of PetroCanada's assets. 

Broadbent also said the 
federal Bureau of Competition 
Policy is investigating Canada's 
Big 4 oil companies (Texaco, 
Gulf, Shell and Imperial) on 
charges of conspiracy in their 
refining and marketing opera- 
tions. The investigation was 
initiated in 1973 and should be 
completed in the spring. "This, 
plus Canada's obvious depen- 
dence on foreign. oil make how 
precisely the wrong time to sell 
off a company that has been so 
successful," he said. 

He said that if Joe Clark 
wants to govern like he had a 
majority he should listen to the 
majority of Canadians from all 
parts of the country and keep 
PetroCanada. 



announced the appointment of 
a four-man task force to 
investigate the means by which 
PetroCan would be turned over 
to the private sector. 

Bill Scott, for one, feels that 
the Clark government has got- 
ten itself into an "ideological 
strait-jacket" on the issue of 
PetroCan. Committed to a 
policy of reducing the size of 
government, Scott says that the 
Conservatives are afraid of 



losing face by backing down on 
one of their campaign promises. 
Only a substantial show of 
support for PetroCsm would 
cause the Tories to reconsider 
their stand. Scott remains opti- 
mistic at the chances for success 
of the Save PetroCan Commit- 
tee, noting that last week, in a 
one hour period alone, over one 
hundred signatures were collec- 
ted in the Great Hall.

Chinese Students Plan Library 



Laurentian's Chinese Stu- 
dents' Association made its first 
appearance last week with a 
poster sale to raise funds for a 
library they're planning to 
establish this year. CSA Presi- 
dent Eric Yeung said the library 
is definitely -the biggest item on 
the association's agenda for the 
year. 

The CSA, founded last year, 
plans on using the library as the 
base for its primary purpose; 
the introduction of Chinese and 
Asiatic culture. "We're hoping 
to bring books in from Hong 
Kong," said Yeung. "They'll be 
in both Chinese and other 
languages, the latter dealing 
with aspects of Chinese culture. 
The library will be a resource 
for the University, and will be 
open to the, entire Sudbury 
cpmitiiinity.". 



The CSA is currently looking 
for a location for their library, 
and are hoping to set the 
depository up somewhere in the 
University Library Tower. 
They've sent a letter to Lauren- 
tian President, Henry Best in 
this regard, but, having received 
no response to the first missive, 
intend to send a second. They're 
hoping to have the library set up 
before Christmas. 

CSA Secretary Ivan Lau said 
that the poster sale was very 
well received and, though he 
didn't know how much money 
was raised by the event, states 
that they made more than they 
had hoped for. "It wasn't 
nearly enough to get the library 
started, but it was a good start 
towards what we want to do." 

The CSA .has a number of 
other activities planned for the 



year, including a display of 
Chinese books to be held later 
this fall and another to be held 
in the spring term. The associa- 
tion now has a membership of 
about twenty people, and hope 
to have a few more join the 
ranks as the year progresses. 

Sporting activities were one 
of the key interests of the CSA 
last year and they intend to 
continue the tradition this year. 
They hope to enter a number of 
CSA teams in intramural sports 
for the year, and would like to 
run a table tennis tournament at 
some point. If all goes well, they 
hope to send a team to the 
Orient Bowl, a series of games 
and events featuring Chinese 
student associations from 
across the province each spring.

Hey pssssst. Need grant 
money for your conservation 
and renewable energy projects? 
Read on. , 

Your Federal Department of 
Energy, Mines and Resources 
has compiled a tantalizing menu 
of 31 funding programs tailor- 
made for small and medium 
sjzed commercial enterprises. 
An enterprise refers to: 
"a research, engineering or 
scientific organization; indust- 
ries and businesses such as 
manufacturing and processing 
firms; and municipal govern- 
ments. " 

Are you contemplating using 
windpower to draw water for 
your farm livestock? You could 
get anywiiere from $10,000 to 
$80,000 from AERD (Agricul- 
tural Engineering Research and 
Development) from a total 
allocation of up to $2,525,000. 
AERD supports: 
"research and development in 
Agricultural Engineering in- 
cluding the areas of solar and 
wind energy as well as biomass 
conversion. " 

Speaking of windmills, 
$14,000 has already gone to 
Robert Kelland of Newfound- 
land and Labrador College of 
Trades and Technology. He is 
researching and developing a 
prototype (for Canadian condi- 
tions) wind-powered turbine for 
electrical generation. RAP (Re- 
search Agreement Program) 
provided the grant. 

"RAP funding is available 
to research organizations which 
are working towards a better 
use of mineral and energy 
resources:" 

Most applications come 



from universities but any estab- 
lished Canadian research organ- 
ization may apply. You could 
receive as much as. $50,000 and 
your deadline is November 
15th. Awards will be announced 
March 1st. 

Do you have an energy 
conserving building design on 
your drafting table? LEBDA 
(Low Energy Building Design 
Awards) has $350,000 for win- 
ning designs. A publication 



from Public Works, Solar Ener- 
gy Programs, says that during 
Phase I only 25 entries were 
received. James Langford, 
manager of LEBDA, notes, 
"they [the judging committee] 
were disappointed there weren't 
more entries." Phase II LEB- 
DA calls for designs of a small 
office building (assumed to be 
in Sherbrooke, P.Q. for clima- 
tic reasons) and a hotel-office- 
rental complex assumed to be in 
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CNIB 

THE FIGHT FOR SIGHT 



For many years, the students 
of Laurentian University, espe- 
cially the Frosh, have assisted 
the Canadian National Institute 
for the Blind in their annual 
fund-drive. I thought it was 
time to share with you some 
pertinent facts. 

The CNIB was formed in 
1918 to relieve the condition of 
blind people and to pre^'ent 
blindness. Today we provide 
over 70 services to 33,000 blind 
Canadians. Our services in 
Sudbury are centered in Cam- 
brian Hall at 303 York Street 
which houses service staff offic- 
es and assessment and training 
workshop, a rehabilitation class 
room and living accomodation 
for 36 handicapped residents. 
Our staff includes social work- 
_ers, employment officer, an eye 
service niirse, shop instructors, 
rehabilitation ^eacher, secretar- 
ial staff and domestic staff. We 
also call upon travelling staff 
from our headquarters in Tor- 
onto for assistance with recrea- 
tion, children's work and highly 
specialized training and voca- 
tional counselling. Our services 
to blind people include intensive 
intiividual and family counsel- 
ling, a comprehensive tape- 



recorded book Library service, 
special aids such as white 
canes. Braille clocks, Braille 
playing cards, etc., mobility 
instruction, employment coun- 
selling and job searching, and a 
total vista of rehabilitation 
services. Our prevention service 
includes highly specialized 
counselling and training of 
teachers and students with mild 
visual impairment, along with 
major public awareness prog- 
rammes such as prevention 
meetings, demonstrations, and 
television and radio advertise- 
ments. Approximately 70 per 
cent of all blindness can be 
prevented. We are making 
substantial inroads in this direc- 



tion, but our fight is not yet 
over. Blind people are citizens 
like you, the only difference is 
that they do not happen to be 
able to see as well as you. They 
deserve an equal break. If you 
believe in the basic equality of 
all people, then please stand up 
and be counted. Please come 
out on Saturday afternoon, 
September 29th at 2:00 p.m. 
and give us a hand. This is not a 
case of asking people for money 
but rather a case of collecting 
what you and our organization 
deserves for its efforts. I extend 
to you my welcome and I will 
see you Saturday.

"We've deliberately left as 
much leeway as possible to 
encourage designers to let their 
imaginations and creative abili- 
ties to run free. They aren't 
constrained by difficulties of 
site or financing so they can 
concentrate on creativity. " 

Between 1979 and 1984, $125 
million has been set aside for 
PUSH (Purchase and Use of 
Solar Heating Program). In the 
1979-80 fiscal year, $5 million is 
expected to be spent on Cana- 
dian solar contracts for federal 
government buildings. Actual 
hardware involves $1 milUon 
worth of equipment according 
to co-ordinator Dr. Ron Biggs. 
The idea is to subsidize the 
fledgling domestic solar indust- 
ry before the now massive ($1 
billion) U.S. industry moves in. 
Says Biggs: 

"We're open to proposals 
for space, domestic hot water 
and process hot water installa- 
tions. For a new building PUSH 
will cover the cost premium for 
solar heating compared to a 
system that burns fossil fuels. In 
the case of a retrofit project, 
PUSH will cover all of the costs 
associated with the installation 
of a solar system. " 

Does the idea of turning 
garbage into fuel sound just a 
little far-out? Not so for the 
feds. BELG (Biomass Energy 
Loan Guarantee) will, over the 
next five years, make a total of 
SI 50 million in loan guarantees 
available to industries (in co- 
operation with communities) to: 
"use biomass and/or municipal 
refuse as the energy source for 

electrical generation and 

heat. " 

Personal contacts in Denver 
Colorado have informed me of 
a commercially viable operation 
in Boulder, Colorado which 



could be applicable here in 
Canada. So who can tell? 

Waste wood residues have 
been proposed as yet another 
alternate energy bonanza. 
Through F.I.R.E. (Forest In- 
dustry Renewable Energy Pro- 
gram) $103 million will be. 
available from 1978 to 1985. 

"You could be eligible for 
coverage on 20 per cent of 
approved capital costs regard- 
less of the amount involved. 

Small entrepreneurs who are 
energy orientated may be able 
to share their costs with the feds 
through DRECT (Development 
and Demonstration of Resource 
& Energy Conservation Tech- 
nology). Each year $700,000 
will be available and you could 
receive up to 80 per cent of your 
total estimated costs, "whatever 
the sum involved. " 
STUDENT PROGRAMS 

Three programs are aimed at 
alleviating the most pressing 
concern for students: jobs. 
SESP (Science and Engineering 
Student Program) assists manu- 
facturing firms in solving short- 
term scientific, engineering and 
technological problems. A com- 
pany will receive a contribution 
toward the salary of a student 
(in school) for 4 month periods. 
"Companies may elect to 
further subsid'ze that salary. 
S3, 000 lo $4,000 is I he average 
amount per student. " 

STEP (Scientific and Tech- 
nical Employment Program) 
assists firms in creating perma- 
nent jobs for currently unem- 
ployed graduates in scientific 
and technical fields. Especially 
physics, chemistry, biochemis- 
try and biology can receive from 
$8,100 to $14,000. Already over 
200 jobs, mostly in small 
companies have been created. 
Recently the Minister of

he would try to identify it. 

Once, after I had admitted 
defeat in our literary tennis 
match, I said "Good grief 
John, you are too good a 
teacher to be wasting your time 
and life in that administrative 
bog. Come on back to the 
classroom where you belong, 
with the rest of the good guys." 
Instead of returning my com- 
pliment with his usual quip, 
John turned serious. "Alex, 
you are right. I am a teacher. I 
love the classroom. But there is 
a job to be done in administra- 
tion, and I have to do it. But I 
promise you J will get out of 
administration within the next 
year." 

That was as far as we ever 
got on that topic. Last Spring I 
mentioned the matter to Mort 
Patterson. Mort delivered one 
of the most poignant adresses in 
St. Mark's Chapel on the 
problem of people's lives break- 
ing up. We then had several 
serious and long discussions on 
what we could do about it. 



There were, and are several of 
our colleagues who seemed to us 
to have trouble coping with the 
enormous pressures of this 
community of scholars which is 
facing a difficult time. Mort 
suggested that, with all the 
priests, ministers, and social 
workers available on campus, 
surely something could be done 
to help our colleagues. Nothing 
was done. Now John is dead. 

Could we have done some- 
thing? I don't know. Were we 
as kind and understanding to 
John as we could and should 
have been? Absolutely not. We 
could have done more. We 
didn't. This is the second such 
column I have written on 
tragedy within our Laurentian 
community. In one year, that is 
two too many. Let lis not let 
John Barry's death go as in a 
dream. I have loot a friend and 
great colleague. Laurentian has 
lost a great servant. All of us 
have lost a great teacher. Can 
we not, at the very least, build a 
John Barry building, where 



students and faculty could 
break out of their horrid 
isolation and come to know the 
community. Can we not at least 
contribute our mutual resources 
to make these losses rarer? 

I do not know what is to be 
done. Yet, in my anger, grief 
and - yes - guilt, I am calling on 
the Laurentian community to 
recognize the life and service of 
John Barry in a tangible way. 

This Thursday at St. Mark's 
at 5:30 p.m. we will be having 
special prayers for our col- 
league.

Last year, seven English 
literature students met on Mon- 
day evenings for English 4605, 
the History of Literary Criti- 
cism.

Reason or Racism 



Dear Editor: 

Laurentian University is now 
facing the same problem that 
the rest of Canada has been 
facing: Francophone-Anglo- 
phone division. This problem 
has been clearly highlighted by 
the AEF's decision to impeach 
one of its councillors due to 
racial impurity". 

When the AEF expelled one 
of its councillors for not having 
the racial purity of being a 
true francophone", it accom- 
plished two things: 

Firstly, the AEF has placed 
itself in the position of being a 
racist organization. A select few 
came up with their arbitrary 
definition of what a "true 
francophone" is. The council- 
lor in question did not fit the 
definition. She is not a uniling- 
ual, french-speaking person 
whose heritage and culture are 
entirely francophone. Because 
she is bilingual and bicultural at 
worst, she cannot, in any way, 
be a "real" francophone. In- 
stead, she is an anglophone. To 
me, this smacks of racism. 

Secondly, the AEF has plac- 
ed itself in the position of being 
a totalitarian organization. It 
has impeached one of its 
members for crimes which are 
not mentioned in any constitu- 
tion. The offending councillor 
was denied the basic rights of 
hearing the charges against her, 
defending herself in front of her 
accusers or even being made 
aware that any of this was 
happening. 



Perhaps the worst crime 
committed by the offending 
councillor was that of gaining 
power. If she had remained one 
of the unsuspecting flock and 
had left the power to those 
deserving few (the true franco- 
phones), then all would have 
been well. After all, there are 
many members of the AEF who 
have committed the same 
crimes, but are still members of 
the organization. None of them 
are council members though. 

There are two alarming 
points in this situation. Firstly, 
the majority of AEF members 
have kept quiet. The only 
member who has spoken, has 
spoken against council's deci- 
sion. For this, the member in 
question has been ostracized 
and accused' of .being a 
"traitor". 

Secondly, this situation is 
not unique to the AEF. Many 
others on campus are calling for 
this kind of action. Instead of 
attempting to find some middle 
ground upon which the two 
sides may meet, there are only 
cries of Isolation and suspicion 
of the other side. 

I do not believe that either 
silence or isolation is the 
answer. I hope that all campus 
members will begin to realize 
the seriousness and degree to 
which the problem has arrived 
and will also begin to realize 
that now is the time to begin 
working on a solution.

State for Small Business intro- 
duced SBIP (Small Business 
Intern Program). $5.4 million is 
available to fimd as much as SO 
per cent of paries for up to one 
year ($675/month) for firms 
who would like to hire recent 
graduates but cannot. 

Finally, while not all 31 
programs are directly orientated 
to conservation and renewable 
energy, 8 specifically do address 
themselves to soft technology. 
Out of roughly $317 million 
per year, $80 million per year is 
geared to solar, wind, biomas^i 
energy conservation and other 
appropriate technologies. Yet, 
one can plug into the others 
such as LEAP, Canada Works 
(east of Ontario), Unsolicited 
Proposals, etc.

Meanwhile, in other sexual 
research developments, a Lon- 
don zoologist claims that sex is 
no fun at all for groundhogs, 
laid-back or otherwise. 

Aftei Andrew Mechelen, of 
Peacehaven, England, recently 
complained to zoologists that 
the squeals of love-happy 
groundhogs were keeping him 
awake, a study was conducted.
